This Commonwealth saw
from ite southern boundary the treatening tide
of invasion thrust backward, to return no more.
The capital and the whole country were savel.
The famed field of Marathon was vividly re-
called, in its patriotism aud bravery, as well as
in il corresponding result, by the battle of
Gettysburg,

It may well be added, in this counection,
moreover, (for the fact is very important, and
pot 80 well understood as It should be), that a
portion of the orphanage of this and other felds
—orphansg, oo, made by the cruel prisons and
exhausting campaigns, are gathered at Gottys-
burg in & National Home—sacred to the soldiers’
orphan while he may need its care. And fur-
ther, that this Home grewout of aun incident of
this same battle-fleld, hence its marked and most
interesting locality; that it shelters, feeds,
clothes, trains, carefully, day by day, these chil-
dren of ite sacred care: that for the means Lo
accomplish go much the dependence has been,

others little better than a coarse natural
growth of weeds. The only redeeming feature
whichk I was enabled to discover during my
ramble within the enclosure was o commodious
touse, formerly the deer-pen, in which somse-
‘nod(f now keeps a fine brood of chickens, and
is dally enabled to regale himsel! with fresh-
laid eggs for breakfast.
